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MAINTENANCE FOR 
STATE’S HIGHWAYS 


Coupled w ith the means of meeting 
the demand for improved highway 
construction in Texas that involves 
millions of dollars to be raised by the 
tax-payers in the next few years, is 
the method of maintaining such high­ 
ways when built. 
Several organiza­ 
tions in Texas and the highway en­ 
gineers of the several counties are 
.studying this question. It seems like­ 
ly that one of the things that will be 
asked of the legislature will be a tax 
on gasoline. Other measures that are 
considered likely' to be adopted in­ 
clude regulations as to speed and 
loads on trucks, tonnage of vehicles 
using the highways, and probably 
added taxes in the case of common 
carrier motor vehicles. 
Public convenience has been pro­ 
moted by the use of improved high­ 
ways in Texas to an extent that indi­ 
cated that the people will se**k to 
extend the mileage of good roads and 
broaden their usefulness. 
In doing 
this, how’ever, it is patent that the 
people who use the highways will b*> 
called upon to try to pay the cost of 
their upkeep. Also people who make 
money directly by the use of the 
highways will be called upon to con­ 
tribute in proportion to the value of 
the highways to them. 
Every state that has a road con­ 
struction program is considering this 
new' question of motor vehicle trans­ 
port of freight and passenger for 
hire. 


of these lines of motor cars in com­ 
mon carrier service is so great in 
cases where there was no such service 
or like service before that they desire 
to have such service continued. 
But 
the need of funds to maintain high­ 
ways has brought consideration of 
the subject and the conclusion that 
inadequate taxation for the use of 
public highways by motor vehicle 
common carriers amounts to a public 
subsidy for such carriers. 
In several of the states highway 
engineers and public utility commis­ 
sions who have given much thought 
to the subject of use of highways by 
moto vehicles in public transport, 
have evolved a number of plans by 
which the necessary service of such 
vehicles shall be encouraged and at 
tin1 same time the use of the roads 
as measured in the deterioration may 
be compensated by them. 
The ideas 
include regulation of motor vehicles 
in public service by state commission 


J for utilities or for highways. 
This 
regulation includes approximately the 
same degree of control that is exer­ 
cised over other carriers in the way 
of license to operate, bonds for in­ 
demnification of passenger and ship­ 
pers, regulation of charges, keeping 
of records and accounts, and observa­ 
tion of safety regulations.

CLOVER THRIVES IN 
NORTHWEST TEXAS 


Sw'eot clover is the only legume 
that can be generally growm in the 
northw est^ part of Texas. 
Alfalfa 
does well in a few localities, but ha* 
not proven successful 
over large 
areas. 
Sweet clover has proven suc­ 
cessful and for this reason its growth 
is being promoted. 
Sweet clover is primarily a pasture 
crop. 
Much evidence of its value as 
a pasture for hogs, cattle and work 
stock has been found, but there is 
not enough evidence on sweet clover 
as a hay crop to recommend it gen­ 
erally for this purpose. 
Sweet clover does best when sown 
early in the year on well settled land. 
Seeding should be finished immedi­ 
ately. The only justifiable excuse for 
waiting later is waiting for late 
plow'ed land to settle well. 
A loose 
open seed bed will not do. 
It is 
better to sow on unprepared land 
than on freshly broke land. 
If last 
year’s cultivated land is sandy or 
loamy it will make a splendid seed 


j bed without breaking. 
If land is 
I tight, a shallow disking will form a 
! good seed bed. 
Sow' and then cover

TESTING CORN FOR 
PLANTING SUCCESS 


Much will be gained by testing the 
seed corn before planting. 
The man 
who plants corn wants to know the 
per cent of germination; 
and by 
kowing whether or not a large per 
cent will germinate under favorable 
conditions it will be easier to secure 
a stand after planting. 
Testing corn seed is not a difficult 
work. 
It is very simple and easily 
done. 
The ears to be planted are 
taken and a number of kernels to be 
tested taken off the ear. 
The ears 
are numbered and squares on thin 
muslin cloth are marked off, each 
given a number corresponding to the 
numbers on the ears. 
Sometimes 
about six kernels are taken out of 
each ear, two from near the butt, two 
from near the tip and two from the 
center. 
Any number can be taken. 
Some take ten kernels all from the 
center of the ear. 
Thin cloth ruled into squares is put 
on a box of moist soil or sawdust, 
the kernels placed on the cloth in the 
squares corresponding to the number 
on the ear from which they were 
taken. 
A cover is placed over the 
kernels. 
Paper or pasfe-board will 
be sufficient. 
The box is set in a 
warm place indoors where the tem­ 
perature is high enough to hasten 
germination. 
After a few days when the kernels 
have had time enough to germinate 
as to the strong and weak kernels 
the per cent of germination is esti­ 
mated. 
One can also get a good 
idea from the sprouts of the kernels. 
The numbers may be written on 
white paper or on card-board and 
fastened to the butts of the e&rs with j 
pins. 
The ears should be kept till 
the estimate is made and the per­ 
centage of germination is found. 
It is a good plan to always keep 
on hand several of the nursery and 
seed catalogs. 
They not only give 
price lists of nursery stocks, but give 
valuable information as to varieties, 
time of planting, methods of plant­ 
ing, etc. 
A great deal of good can 
be derived from making a careful 
study of the vegetables that trans­ 
plant readily, such as cabbage, cauli­ 
flower, Brussels sprouts, beets, let­ 
tuce, egg-plant, pepper and tomatoes. 
Even soft-stemmed plants like beans 
and cucumbers can be transplated 
with proper handling.

SHORTEN DEMANDS 
I 
The Dallas market for the whole 
n, dk supply of this community has 
become an item of so much impor­ 
tance in our business affairs that any 
tumors of a discouraging nature af­ 
fecting it have a decidedly unsettling 
effect. It has been reported that the 
Tennessee Company of Dallas, the 
firm that gets the Decatur supply, 
has discouraged an increase in the 
production at Bridgeport and has re­ 
fused to sanction the establishment 
o f a whole milk industry and ship­ 
ping station at Rhome; 
also that no 
new shippers would be taken on at 
Decatur for perhaps two months. Iii 
view of these reports, the future per­ 
manence of the Decatur market iii 
Dallas seemed to have been rendered 
unstable. 
Manager W. A. Hinkle or 
thp local station was able to explain 
matters iii such a way as to give tin* 
situation an altogether more comfort 
able face. What the Tennessee Com­ 
pany is doing at present is simply to ; 
copei ny with the flush production and ; 
arrange an economical method of; 
with the 
f l u s h production of milk I 
that comes iii the months of April j 
and May with green pastures ami 
fresh cows. 
Furthermore, it does not 
seem so practicable to tin' company j 
to establish as profitable and perma­ 
nent industries and expensive ship­ 
ping facilities in the two other county 
communities mentioned as has been 
accomplished in Decatur, and the in­ 
ference i s that the Tennessee Com­ 
pany has pledged its faith to the 
Decatur enterprise, will u>e its ut­ 
most effort to make this a permanent 
supply base for whole milk for tim J 
Dallas market, and that the company 
will "stick” with the Decatur indus­ 
try as long as our local farmer and , 
business element shows a disposition j 
lo co-operate with a view to making ! 
the production worth while and per­ 
manent. 
What the company wants however 


ai d it did not occur. 
Between now 
and the fall months, however, there 
is ample time for farmers to arrange 
for this extra and more profitable 
winter production aud should appeal 
to their business sagacity as an op­ 
portunity to be grasped. 
There is 
ample time to grow the feeds and 
secure any increase iii cows that may 
be necessary. 
Winter production se­ 
cures this further advantage; 
the 
farmer that ships regularly thru the 
winter months will be taken care of 
when spring comes and his produc­ 
tion increases. 
Otherwise he stands 
a chance of either not getting on or 
of being taken off the pay-roll. 
We have said nothing here of 
cream production. 
It has many ad­ 
vantages which will be pointed out 
later on. 
Manager Hinkle reports that the 
exact expenditures of the Tennessee 
Dairies Inc. in Decatur for the week 
beginning March 19th were $1223,52 
over $1100 of which went to our 
farmers for milk. 


GROW GRAPES FOR 
HOME USES EASILY 


Grapes have not received the at­ 
tention they deserve as fruits for the 
home orchard. 
The fact that they 
require more attention perhaps than 
some other fruits should not prevent 
their having a place in the home or­ 
chards. 
Grapes are among the oldest of 
fruits. 
When the ten spies led by 
Joshua and Caleb went out to view 
the promised land they admired the 
yineyards of the natives and returned 
with large bunches of grapes to show 
the fruit of the land. 
No wonder the 
report made by Joshua and Caleb was 
that the Israelites go up and possess 
the land.

When the old men see the 
women coming they throw up their 
heads and trumpet thru the nose like 
an elephant. 
When this alarm is 
given, the men throw down their j 
cards and break for the timber. The I 
women, mounted on swift horses, | 
soon overtake them and bring them j 
back to the branding pen. When all j 
are in the pen, the women ride in i 
and pick out as many as they want | 
or whatever number tney lack of 
their alloted number of fifteen.

Sweet clover is the only legume 
that can be generally grown in the 
northwestrn part of Texas.

SHORTEN DEMANDS 


The Dallas market for the whole 
milk supply of this community has 
b* come an item of so much impor­ 
tance in our business affairs that any 
rum ors of a discouraging nature a f­ 
fecting it have a decidedly unsettling 
Wfect. 
It has been reported th at th° 
Tennessee Company of Dallas, the 
firm that gets the Decatur supply, 
has discouraged an increase in the 
production at Bridgeport and has re ­ 
fused to sanction the establishment 
o f a whole milk industry and ship 
ping station at Rhome; 
also that no 
new shippers would be taken on at 
Decatur for perhaps two months. 
In 
view of these reports, the future per­ 
manence of the Decatur m arket in 
Dallas seemed to have been rendered 
unstable. 
Manager W. A. Hinkle of 
th e local station was able to explain 
m atters in such a way as to give the 
situation an altogether more comfort 
able face. 
What the Tennessee Com­ 
pany is doing at present is simply to 
•copeing with the flush production and 
itrrangf an 
economical method of 
with t he flush production of milk 
that comes in the months of April 
and Ma> 
with green pastures and 
fresh cows 
Furthermore, it does not 
seem so practicable to the companv 
to establish a> profitable and penna- j 
Pent indu tries and expensive shin 
ping facilities in the two other county 
communities mentioned as has been 
.■accomplished in Decatur, and the in­

Manager Hinkle reports that the 
exact expenditures of the Tennessee 
Dairies Inc. in Decatur for the week 
beginning March 19th were $1223,52 
over $1100 of which went to our 
farmers for milk.

GROW GRAPES FOR 
HOME USES EASILY 


Grapes have not received the a t­ 
tention they deserve as fruits for the 
home orchard. 
The fact that they 
require more attention perhaps than 
some other fruits should not prevent 
their having a place in the home or­ 
chards. 
Grapes are among the oldest of 
fruits.

good fortune to be present at one of 
their round-ups. 
It is an interesting 
sight to see the women mount their 
half-wild horses and start this great 
<round-up. The mayor always declares 
a holiday on these occasions, and 
everybody goes out to see the fun. 
Being brought in only twice a year, 
the men are naturally more or less 
wild. 
They always have several of 
the oldest of their num ber stationed 
as guards. When the old men see the 
women coming they throw up their 
heads and trum pet thru the nose like 
an elephant. 
When this alarm is j 
given, the men throw down their 
cards and break for the timber. Th** 
women, mounted on swift horses, 
soon overtake them and bring them 
back to the branding pen. 
When all 
are in the pen, the women ride in 
and pick out as many as they want 
or whatever num ber they lack of 
their alloted num ber of fifteen. 
If 
there are any left when all have 
finished their branding, these are 
taken 
out and 
shot 
unless some 
women comes forward and says sh? 
loves. them. 
In this ease, the m an’s 
life is spared.
